The  Grand  Lodge  resumed  its  session  at  3  o'clock  this 
afternoon,  and  was  called  to  order  by  the  Grand  Master. 

The  Report  of  the  Grand  Secretary'  was  read,  as  follows:

To  THE  R.  \V.  (tkand  Lodge  of  British  Columbia,  I.  O.  O.  F. : 

Brothers, — I  have  the  honor  to  submit,  herewith  for  your  inforinntion 
my  report  of  tlie  condition  of  the  Subordinate  Lodges  under  the  juiisdictiun 
of  this  R.  \V.  Grand  Lodge  for  the  year  ended  3l8t  December,  1881,  as  w(l| 
iis  the  transactions  of  this  office  for  the  same  time. 

The  accompanying  statements  from  the  Returns  received  from  Siil)nii]i. 
uate  Lodges  will  shew  a  small  loss  in  membership  for  the  year,  hut  (in  tin- 
other  hand  there  is  no  apparent  loss  in  the  interest  and  energy  dirtj)liivt(]  l,v 
the  present  members  of  our  Order  in  the  welfare  of  their  respective  Ludf^'cs. 

Under  instructions  from  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master  I  was  directed  to  coin. 
municate  with  the  Grand  Secretary  as  to  the  best  means  of  obtainii,<4  tlii.'  nnv 
unwritten  work  of  the  Order  which  had  been  adopted  by  the  SovertJLjii  (iiai,, 
l.iid^c,  and  which  came  into  force  on  the  1st  January,  1881.  On  the  ilth 
March  List  the  (hand  Secretary  forwarded  the  necessary  authority  fnim 
(irand  Sire,  addressed  to  the  Grand  Representatives  of  Washington  or  Oivi;,], 
to  impart  tlie  unwritten  work  to  any  duly  authorized  tnember  of  tlii;  (Main 
Lodge.  The  R.  W,  Deputy  Grand  Master  was  deputed  and  duly  aiitiioiiz., 
to  receive  the  same,  and  having  visited  Salem,  Oregon,  for  the  purpdsc.  tin 
new  unwritten  work  was  imparted  by  him  on  his  return  to  nil  Sulionliiiii;^ 
Lodges. 

This  new  revised  work  provides  that  the  five  degrees  of  the  Oifitrus 
force  under  the  old  work  sjiall  be  consolidated  into  three  degrees,  and  tluful- 
lowing  provision  relating  thereto  was  adopted  by  the  Sovereign  (iraiid  Lnil;;t 
at  its  annual  session  of  1880,  viz  :  "  All  members  of  the  Order  who  Imve 
"  heretofore  received  the  tirst  and  second  degrees  under  the  old  work  sh.il 
"  entitled  to  I'ank  as  first  degree  of  the  revised  work,  and  all  nn  iiilmis  who 
"  have  received  the  third  and  fourth  degrees  of  tlie  old  work  shall  lie  tntitlH 
"  to  rank  as  second  degree  of  the  revised  work,  and  all  members  who  iiuvi 
"  received  the  tifth  degree  of  the  old  work  shall  be  entitled  to  rank  as  thirl 
"degree  of  the  revised  work,  without  charge."  I  would  respectfully  mini- 
mend  that  the  above  change  be  officiallv  communicated  to  Subordiuiitc  Lodgn 
in  this  Jurisdiction  for  theii  government. 

In  accordance  with  instructions  from  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  the 
Initiatory  and  Degree  Bocdcs  of  the  old  work  in  the  possession  of  Sulioniiiinie 
Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  have  been  destroyed  and  rituals  of  the  new  \m\ 
have  been  sold  to  each. 

The  Report  of  the  Committee  on  Legislation  appointed  at  our  lust  sesj 
sion,  to  whom  was  referred  that  portion  of  Grand  Master  Wrigleswoith's  Re- 
port relating  to  the  installation  of  a  Noble  Grand  of  Dominion  Lndt,'t',  No.  U 
ou  the  8th  July,  1H80,  was  duly  commun"cated  to  the  special  coniinittieulf 
five  from  this  Grand  Lodge  appointed  to  investigate  the  matter.  to}j;('therwiilij 
copies  of  such  other  documents  relating  to  the  case  in  my  possession. 

I  forwarded  to  the  Grand  Secretary  to  bo  laid  before  the  Sovirtiiiij 
Grand  Lodge  the  I'etition  adopted  by  this  Grand  Body  at  its  last  session  k.ij 
remission  of  the  Representative  Tax  on  the  grounds  stated  in  the  Petilinnj 
which  you  will  observe  has  been  favorably  acted  upon  and  the  tax  inqiu'sliiinj 
remitted  for  the  years  1871»-H0,  ami  81. 
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Tlif  Emlowraent  Hcheme  as  udopteil  l)y  this  Gniiul  Lodge  at  its  last  ses- 
^iuu  liiivinj,'  l>een  brought  to  tho  notice  of  tbti  Sovereigu  Grand  Lodge,  the 
Orautl  Siio  has  decided  that  this  Grand  Lodge  has  not  the  power  to  enforce 
the  said  scheme  upon  the  whole  or  any  number  of  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction. 

In  the  month  of  December  last,  official  notice  was  received  from  the 
Grand  Siro  of  the  death  of  the  Bro.  Jas.  L.  Ridgely,  Grand  Corresponding 
iii(i  Rei'ording  Secretary,  and  at  the  same  time  a  notification  of  the  appoiut- 
iiiriit  of  13ro.  Theodore  A.  lloss,  of  the  Jurisdiction  of  New  Jersey,  as  his 
jiuoessor,  both  of  which  were  referred  to  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master.  I  was 
liirected  by  that  officer  to  communicate  the  fact  of  Bio.  Ridgely's  death  to 
Siibordiniite  Lodges  with  the  M.  W.  Grand  Master's  instructions  to  request 
ibcui  to  l»e  draped  in  mourning  for  thirty  days,  with  s.uch  other  observances 
•IS they  might  think  proper. 

I  was  informed  by  the  present  Grand  Secretary  of  the  intention  to  erect 
a  snitablf'  monument  to  the  memory  of  the  late  Bro.  Ridgely,  to  whose  eflforts 
duriiif,'  bis  lifetime  so  much  of  the  success  of  our  Order  is  due.  The  propo- 
sal met  the  hearty  approval  of  the  Lodges  in  this  Jurisdiction  and  contribu- 
tidiis  at  the  rate  of  five  cents  per  member  wt-re  sent  to  me  to  be  forwarded  to 
tin  Gnmd  Secretary  towards  this  fuvid.  The  amount  of  $23.10  was  sent  on 
the  Isf  instiiut,  comprising  contributions  us  follows  :

They  recommend  the  adoption  of  allowing  to  each  Subordinate  Lodijej 
four  Charge  and  four  Degree  Books. 

They  also  approve  of  the  decision  of  D  D.G.M.  Huraber,  of  District  N'l 
1,  that  no  appeal  to  the  Lodge  against  the  ruling  of  the   Noble  Grand  oiiaj 
point  of  law  is  admissable. 

They  also  recommend  alterations  and  amendments  to  the  Cuustitutiou  j 
of  the  Laws  of  Subordinates,  as  follows:

For  the  purpose  of  effecting  uniformity  in  the  administration  of  thepriri-l 
leges,  honors  and  benefits  of  Odd  Fellowship  within  this  jurisdictioii,  ttfj 
Grand  Lodhk  of  the  Indkpkndent  Orukr  of  Odd  Fellows  of  the  Provivcji 
OF  British  Columbia  ordains  the  following  Constitution  of  Suboniicatej 
Lodges  under  its  jurisdiction :

r.iulcnt  Order  of  Odd  Fallows  of  the  Province  of  British  Columbia.  It  can- 
int  volnntiirilj'  surrender  its  charter,  or  dissolve,  so  long  as  five  brothers  in 
,  ,„„1  strtuding  object  thereto. 

ARTICLE  II.

Skction  I.  All  candidates  for  initiation  must  be  free  white  males,  of 
the  au-  of  twenty-one  years  and  upwards,  of  sound  health,  of  good  moral 
ihiiiiKtcr  nd  industrious  Imbits,  having  some  respectable  known  means  of 
support,  anii  believe  in  th''  existence  of  a  Supreme  Being,  the  Creator  and 
I'rfSf'fver  of  the  Universe,  and  be  proposed  in  the  Lodge  nearest  his  resi- 
lience, except  that  Lodge  grant  permission  for  his  joining  another  Lodge;  Pro- 
viilcd.  thiit  application  for  membership  may  be  made  to  any  Lodge  nearest 
the  icsiiU'iice  of  the  a]>|>licant,  in  the  same  distnct.

Skc.  ;{,  No  suspended  or  expelled  member  of  the  Order  can  be  admitted 
Miiicinbership  in  this  Lodge,  except  on  a  dismissal  certificate,  or  on  being 
rtinstated,  and  receiving  a  withdrawal  card  from  the  Lodge  which  suspended 
(iixpclldl  him,  or  from  the  Grand  Secretary,  as  prescribed  by  law. 

Skc.  4.  A  non-afKliated  Odd  Fellow  who  has  been  regularly  initiated  in 
tbf^ Ordtv,  and  has  retained  membership  therein  for  at  least  ten  consecutive 
years,  and  who  at  the  tiiae  of  making  application  for  reinstatement  or  mem- 
ii  rsliip  shall  bo  over  fifty  years  of  age,  may  be  admitted  to  membership  in  the 
L'iili,'e  as  a  uon-heneflcial  member,  upon  such  terms  as  the  By-Laws  may  pre- 
sciilH.  by  pros  inting  a  petition  as  required  under  Section  1,  Article  III,  for 
pMpos  ds  for  membership  by  initiation,  which  shall  be  disposed  of  according 
tosiiid  st'cti(JU. 

Skc.  f).  When  an  application  for  membership  is  received  from  a  person

Any  member  nominated  asl 
one  of  the  Committee  of  Trial  may  be  challenged  for  cause  by  the  acciisfrj 
accused,  or  any  member  of  the  Lodge,  in  which  case  the  Lodge  shall  pnutrilf 
to  the  election  of  the  nieinbers  against  whom  no  challenge  lias  been  made.! 
The  groumis  of  challenge  or  challenges  shall  then  be  stated,  when  the  votej 
shall  be  taken,  and  if  two-thirds  of  those  voting  shall  vote  in  favoi  of  tli^ 
challenged  brother,  he  shall  be  declared  elr-cted.

have  waived  his  right  of  chalbnige,  and  the  Lodge  shall  proceed  to  theolioiH 
of  the  committee  as  herein  provided. 

Rule  4. — The  Secretary  shall  make  a  copy  of  the  charge  and  specificnj 
tions,  affix  thereto  the  s^al  of  the  Lodge,  and  certify  it  substantially  according 
to  Form  2,  Section  V  of  the  Code,  and  serve,  or  cause  the  same  to  be  served, 
upon  the  accused.

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mittee,  according  to  Foriu  li.  Section  V  of  the  Code,    and   shall  notify   each 
member  thereof  of  his  fipijointraent,  according  to  Form  4,  Section  V. 

— The  first  named  member  of  said  committee  shall,  within  one 
week  lifter  receiving  notice  of  his  appointment,  call  a  meeting  of  the  commit- 
tee for  organization,  when  a  Chairman  and  Secretary  shall  be  elected,  and  a 
suitable  time  and  place  be  appointed  for  an  adjourned  meeting,  which  shall 
not  lie  held  in  less  than  two  weeks,  at  which  the  accuser  and  accused  shall  be 
notified  to  appear  and  proceed  with  the  trial.  The  notice  shall  be  in  accord- 
ance with  Form  5,  Section  V  of  this  Code,  and  must  be  served  upon  the  par- 
ties personally,  if  they  can  be  found,  otherwise  by  leaving  the  same  at  their 
last  known  place  of  residence,  if  in  the  town  or  city  where  the  Lodge  is  locat- 
nl,  at  least  one  week  prior  to  the  time  of  the  trial.  If  the  accused  resides  out 
ii(  the  town  the  notice  shall  be  directed  to  hiij  last  known  place  of  residence 
and  left  at  the  post  office,  and  if  the  brother  so  notified  shall  not  appear  at 
the  time  specified,  or  offer  satisfactory  reasons  therefor,  the  committee  shall 
proceed  as  if  he  were  present,  or  they  may  report  by  resolution,  to  expel  the 
menber  so  refusing  to  appear  for  contempt  of  the  Lodge. 

Rule  a. — At  the  time  specified  for  the  trial,  the  accuser  and  accused  be- 
in,;  pn  sent  .md  answering,  the  charge  and  specificntiaiis  sball  be  read,  and 
till  licenser  be  required  to  make  answer  to  each  specification  contained  in  the 
chaige.

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Rule  5.  —Depositions  of  absent  witnesses  shall  be  procured  in  the  man- 
ner prescribed  by  the  Sovereign  Grand  Lodge  of  the  I.  O.  O.  F.,  Journal  of 
1857,  pp.  2738,  2774;  Journal  of  1858,  pp.  2909,  2926. 

Rale  6.  —The  attendance  of  a  person  as  a  witness  who  is  not  a  member  of 
the  Order,  must  be  procured  by  the  party  desiring  him. 

Rule  7. — After  the  evidence  for  the  accused  shall  have  been  put  in,  the 
prosecution  may  introduce  testimony  in  rebuttal  of  the  witnesses  for  the  de- 
(fiice,  but  for  no  other  purpose. 

Section  IV. — Appeals. 

Rule  1. — All  appeals  by  Subordinate  Lodges,  or  their  members,  shall  be 
uvesputed  within  twenty  days  from  the  action  of  the  Lodge  appealed  froni,  to 
be  forwarded  with  all  the  papers  properly  certified  to  the  District  Deputy 
Grand  Master  for  transmission  to  the  Grand  Secretai  y  of  the  Grand  Lodge  of 
British  Columbia;  and  no  appeal  will  be  considered  unless  such  course  is 
taken. 

Rule  2. — The  Lodge  shall,  within  twenty  days  after  the  reception  of  a 
iiutiee  of  appeal  to  this  Grand  Lodge,  through  its  Secretary,  deliver  to  the 
(imiul  Secretary,  under  seal,  a  certified  copy  of  the  charge,  minutes  of  the 
Committee  of  Trial,  and  al-o  of  the  records  of  the  Lodge  relating  to  the  sub- 
ject matter  of  the  appeal;  and  the  original  testimony  taken  at  the  trial,  accord- 
iiii;  to  Form  10,  Section  V  of  the  Code.
